Continuing, the 
correspondent of the Novoati claims to 
have been informed that the op- 
erations against the dervishes will 
bo conducted jointly by Great Britain, 
the Congo Free State and Italy. Front 
Dongola, Stiakim and Uganda, a railway 
is to be run across the desert from 
Suakim, and thus Great Britain will 
still have a hold on Egypt by her oc- 
cupation of the Upper Nile, even if 
Europe insists upon her evacuating; 
that country. It is further stated that 
she will not object to the neutralization 
of Egypt, although she will not allow 
any other power to establish itself in 
that country. 

A very short life is predicted for the 
new French ministry. Its very exisl- 
ence depends entirely upon playing one 
group against another, and with the ex- 
ception of M. Hanotaux the cabinet is 
composed of men of no great eminence. 
Its policy will be to patch up a compro- 
mise with the senate and introduce a 
series of state socialism proposals in 
which public works and old age pensions 
will take a leading part. 

M. Hanotaux is a pronounced Anglo- i 
phobe and litis always been opposed to 
the English interests.' Consequently his 
appointment as minister of foreign ] 
affairs lias been received with little 
pleasure in Great Britain. On the

Cabinet Trouble Over the Military 
Tribunal Bill— Hohenlolie's 
Health Shattered.

Berlin, May 2. — Rumors of another 
cabinet crisis have been current through- 
out the week, and some of the news- 
papers have even gone so far as to pre- 
dict the resignation of the Imperial 
Chancellor Prince Hohenlohe and the 
minister Et r war, General Bronsart von 
SchellendorfT, immediately upon the re- 
turn of the Emperor to this city. The 
cause of the conflict is said to be the pro- 
posed reform of the military tribunals. 
According to information obtained from 
inner circles, the military court 
procedure is antiquated, dating 
from 1848, is full of abuses; 
publicity is rigorously refused, and 
trials are only conducted in public in 
the case of the Bavarian army. Gen. 
Spitz, who is looked upon as likely to be 
appointed, chief oi the imperial court 
martial, drafted a bill to remedy these 
defects, and the measure outlined was 
approved by the cabinet and btindes- 
ratn. The bill is now before the Em- 
peror, who 60 far has not come to a de- 
cision in the matter. The King of Sax- 
ony, whose counsel is greatly valued by 
the Emperor, opposed the bill, and so 
does Gen. von Hahnke, chief of the mili- 
tary cabinet, and Lieut. -General von 
B lessen, who is the Emperor's favorite 
aide-de-cam j). 

In spite of this opposition it is believed 
to be likely that the Emperor will ul- 
timately approve the bill. He is, how- 
ever, greatly annoyed at the Press cam- 
paign on the subject, which is looked 
upon ai intended to put him at variance 
With the cabinet, and the more so be- 
cause be half believes that the 
projected reform will weaken the 
discipline of the army. It is an un- 
doubted fact that Prince Hohenlolie's 
health has been shattered. He 
cannot attend to his duties in the reich- 
stag and bundsrath, and his resignation 
of the office of chancellor cannot be far 
distant. But the Emperor is unable as 
vet to decide upon his successor. Count 
"Phillip von Eulenburg, General von 
Waldersee and General von Alvonslehen 
are mentioned in this connection. The 
hitter two are committed to military re- 
forms.

CAPETOWN PA R LI AM ENT. 

The Session Opened— Toe Speech Deprecates 
the Jameson Raid- Friendly Rela- 
tions Desired. 

Capetown, May 2. — The Cape parlia- 
ment was opened yesterday, and the 
speech made upon that occasion by the 
governor and high commissioner, Sir 
Hercules Robinson, has a special in- 
terest in view of the present situation in 
South Africa. Governor Robinson's 
speech was notable for its strong tone of 
deprecation of the Jameson raid and the 
lamentable results which have ensued. 
He wits confident, he said, that the im- 
perial government would take steps to 
prevent a recurrence of a calamity which 
endangered so gravely the friendly re- 
lations with the adjoining states. 

The ministry, he added, was directing 
its best efforts toward maintaining these 
friendly relations. Ho expressed a 
hope for calmness and conciliation on 
the part of the South African republic. 
Turning then to the question of the 
native revolt he said the success of the 
relief column for Biduwayo against the 
Matabeles would prevent further serious 
loss of life and property. Despite the 
condition of unrest, the attitude of the 
masses of the aboriginal races toward 
the subject of colonial rule was satisfac- 
tory.

WOMEN AND METHODISM. 

Fieht Against Them as Delegates to the 
Cleveland Conference— The Matter 
Not Settled. 

Cleveland, May — Three thousand 
people were in the hall yesterday morn- 
ing whtn ttie great quadrennial confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church 
was called to order by Bishop Bowman. 
Nearly every country on the globe was 
represented. Bishop Bowman an- 
nounced that the Bible which he used in 
the services was one which was used by 
John Wesley in his studv in England. 
This historical treasure was presented to 
the conference some years airo, Bishop 
Niude read Irom this Bible the 104th 
psalm. Bishop Vincent read the hymn, 
after which prayer was offered by Bishop 
Foster. Rev. Dr. Uphain, of Drew 
Theological seminary, closed the devo- 
tional services. 

When the name Lydia A. Trimble was 
announced a delegate was immediately 
on his feet and moved that this name be 
omitted until the committee should de- 
termine whether her election was legal. 
For a minute it looked as if the right had 
started. Bishop Bowman, however, re- 
fused to entertain the motion, as he de- 
clared the convention was not organized , 
The tumultuous applause which followed 
the ruling of the chair indicated the 
strength of the woman suffrage faction 
of the delegation. This was the iirst 
skirmish, and as other names of 
women delegates were called no excep- 
tion was taken. The secretary con- 
tinued to call the roll. The conference 
decided to fill vacancies from the re- 
serves and to adopt the rules oi the lust 
conference. 

The light over the rights of laymen on 
the floor of the convention was precipi- 
tated by Daniels, of Indiana, who pre- 
sented resolutions claiming the right, to 
choose committees on which to serve in

There are 
ibout two hundred of them, and they 
Dccupy an estate of some 130,000 acres, 
rhe land, it is said, ia capable of sup- 
porting a population of five thou- 
sand. It consists of prairie and forest 
md it is exceedingly fertile. " The 
iruits growing wild," the description 
states, "include oranges, guavas, peaches 
md figs. Some 300 banana trees have 
been planted, and mate, the native tea, 
supplies the colonists with their or- 
dinary drink."

„.^n the steamship Danube sailed for 
the .VorMi on her last trip she carried a 
passenger from Rivers Inlet to Fort 
SitnpsontWhb had as full an experience 
of shipwreck as ever man survived. Sam 
Harris, who is well known here, started 
North from Fort Simpson in company 
with another fisherman, who went by 
the name of Steamboat Harry, a little 
over a month ago. They were bound for 
one of the Northern canneries in expec- 
tation of securing work, and they voy- 
aged in a little sloop that had been used 
for fishing purposes. Ail went well on 
the trip until Smith's Inlet was reached, 
when the little vessel was overtaken by 
a gale. The snow descended first, and 
the sea rising rapidly gave the fishermen 
no alternative but to enter the inlet — a 
dangerous task under the circumstances. 

The inlet is said to be full of little 
islands and treacherous currents, and 
when the sloop entered it. she became 
unmanageable. Disaster resulted, and 
the two fishermen soon found themselves 
at the mercy of the waves. Harris 
readied shore alive, but his unfortunate 
companion perished in the sea. He 
was, however, more dead than alive 
when a big sea hurled him ashore. For 
five days he not only endured painful 
exposure, but felt the pangs of hunger 
most terribly. He was found on the 
beach in a halt-frozen condition close to 
the scene of bis misfortunes by some 
Indians, who carried him to River's 
Inlet. When the Danube left Fort 
Simpson it had not yet been determined 
whether or not the poor fellow's feet 
would have to be amputated, but it was 
feared that they would have to be taken 
off.

SWORD, FIRE AND FAMINE. 

Terrible Story of Suffering and Distress 
Among the Christians of Turkey 
in Asia. 



New York, May 2. — The National Ar- 
menian Relief Committee has received a 
document from Turkey, showing the 
feeling of many of the survivors of the 
Armenian massacres. It says: 

" It is now more than five months that, 
Bword, lire, famine and cold have been 
doing their fearful work among us. Not 
less than 200,000 of our people, largely 
men and women from the influential 
productive classes, have fallen victims 
to the fury of our persecutors. More 
than 00,000 have, under threats of in- 
stant death, professed Islam. Thous- 
ands of our sisters and daughters have 
been violently carried oil' to the harems 
of the Turks ami Kurds. 

"Not less than 5,000 of our principal 
men, including many Gregorian priests 
and Protestant pastors ami teachers, are 
languishing in Turkish dungeons, arrest- 
ed on utterly baseless charges and given 
no opportunity to vindicate themselves. 
A very large part of our property has 
been stolen or destroyed, and all our 
business is paralyzed ; what property we 
still own is largely worthless." It is 
then shown that, though massacre and 
open plunder have been forbidden, no 
thought of security can be entertained. 

Kegaiding the future the message 
says : " Three possible courses of action 
are open to us: First, we can surrend- 
er all that our fathers have clung to 
during their many years of oppression 
and Bufferings, we can abandon our 
f ith, profess Islam and lose ourselves 
and our children in the mass of Moslem 
monasteries ; second, we can go on pa- 
tiently dragging the chains of our con- 
querors ami bearing their insults anil 
abuses, wasting away our lives and our 
strength in ignoble servitude; or, third, 
we can seek in other lands and among 
liberty-lovinc people, new homes and 
new hopes of enterprise and hope." 

After reciting the terrors attendingthe 
lirst two alternatives, the documentsays 
of the third: "Only two things we 
need to know. First, will our Sultan 
permit us to emigrate? Second, will the 
Christian nations who have been wit- 
nesses of our sufferings grant us an 
asylum in their borders, and give us aid 
in t i me of our tli stress ? " 

Dr. A. Monroe Lozier, executive sur- 
geon of the Red Cross hospital in this 
city, has a letter from Miss Clara Bar- 
ton, dated Constantinople, April 21, in 
which she states that contagious diseases 
have spread very much at Zeitoun and 
Marash, in the interior of Anatolia. "The 
first news of the trouble," Miss Barton 
says, •' came from the assemblage of for- 
eign consuls at Zeitoun to Sir Philip 
Currie, and a request for me to try and 
reach there with help. The patients are 
in need of everything, and as the moun- 
tain roads were impassable, being 
covered with snow, eight physicians from 
the medical college at Beyrout, Syria, 
under the direction of the American 
physician, Dr. C. I. Harris, volunteered 
t" go and attend to the patients." Miss 
Barton writes that Dr. Haubbard, in 
charge of an expedition at Marash, tele- 
graphed that more doctors were urgently 
needed, and that a great deal of medi- 
cines and concentrated foods were also 
needed. The diseases prevalent are 
typhoid fever and typus, smallpox and 
dysentery, and the death rate is very 
large. 



THE U. S. PATROL FLEET. 

Departure of Captain Hooper for Northern 
Waters and Behrine Sea— Move- 
ments of the Cruisers. 

Seattle, May 2. — Cant. C. L. Hooper, 
head of the United States revenue ser- 
vice on the Coast, left this afternoon on 
the steamer Mexico for Sitka, where he 
will have headquarters until the fleet 
finishes cruising in the Pacific ocean and 
goes to Behring sea. Capt. Hooper has 
been connected with the service for 
thirty-two years. Fie says: "All the 
cutters except the Grant are now cruising 
among the sealers in the Pacific ocean 
westward from Queen Charlotte Islands, 
and the Grant will go up about 
May 7. The closed season for 
those waters begins May 1 and this 
is the first season we have been 
able to get them up so early. Any serl- 
ers caught in the waters after "to-day 
that are not getting away without un- 
necessary delay will be seized. The 
British government is sending up the 
cruisers Satellite and Pheasant." 

When asked why no physicians are to 
be taken with the fleet this season, he 
said : " It isn't necessary, and I will 
tell you why. There is a marine hos- 
pital at Sitka and doctors atother points 
from which the cutters are nevermore 
than a day's sail distant. The fleet will 
finish patrolling in the Pacific ocean 
about the middle of June, ami will then 
go to Behring sea. They will return in 
October and be stationed for the winter 
at points on the coast. The stations 
have not yet been made known." 

" How about the orders from the de- 
partment that no passengers shall be 
brought. down on the cutters, and which 
called forth such invectives from some 
of the Alaska papers? " 

" The orders are to bring down only 
shipwrecked men," he replied, " and the 
idea is to do away with the number of 
'tourists' who pay their fare up to 
Alaska and then expect to 'heat' back 
at the expense of the government. Such 
excursionists are warned beforehand. 
Onlv men in really destitute circum- 
stances will be afforded aid, and the 
revenue cutters will hardly reach the 
territory where such men will be. There 
will nodoubt be a irood many men in the 
Cook inlet ami Yukon districts who 
would be glad of free transportation 
back, and most of the destitution win be 
in those countries.''

PHYSIOLOGY IN SCHOOLS- 

A Subject That Is Being Eagerly Discussed 
in Certain English Papers. 

London, May '2. — A topic now freely 
discussed by certain Sunday papers is 
" Should girls learn physiology?" Every 
phase of the question has been dis- 
cussed, even expressions akin to that set 
forth in a nolo written by one fond 
mother to her daughter's teacher: "Do 
not teach Eliza anything about her 
innerds. It ain't no good, and busides 
its rude." 

Of course there have been aired a great 
many views of those who think that all 
the fair sex needs to make it what 
it should lie is the knowledge of itself, 
but perhaps the most, womanly view yet 
published is that of Frances Power 
Cohl). She says for at least sixty years, 
or as far as her memory goes, the atten- 
tion of young women of all ranks has 
been called to the familiar dia- 
grams exhibiting feminine ribs as 
they should he and the same ribs 
as t hey become when crushed by tight 
lacing, with inner glimpses of the un- 
happy heart, stomach, etc., compressed 
out of shape, and having their functions 
manifestly impeded in the most alarming 
manner possible. 

" Yet," she says, " I find in 1890 all 
these wise lessons have been absolutely 
thrown away, the wasp is still the type 
to which feminine beauty aspires, and 
it is also one which the masculine mind 
(which knows quite well the deadly and 
disagreeable mischief involved) per- 
sistently admires." 

The strongest argument Mrs. Cobb 
makes is as follows: "The physiological 
knowledge which might possibly save 
mothers from dying in child-birth, or 
causing the death of their infants by un- 
wise treatment, is not possibly com- 
municable by class lessons to girls of 
fourteen and fifteen at board schools. 
At least we tire yet unprepared to see 
lectures on obstetrics and gynecology de- 
livered by board school masters or mis- 
tresses. It is assumed that physiological 
lore may save many a young giri from 
being ruined by unscrupulous man, 
Again, I fail to apprehend how such 
knowledge could with the slightest re- 
gard to common decency be communi- 
cated to girls in public schools instead of 
by their mothers in private; and, furth- 
er, I am convinced that all the physi- 
ology in the world will be of small avail 
as a protection unless backed by moral 
principles and by the modesty ami deli- 
cacy which this school instruction seems 
intended to break down. When lovely 
woman stoops to folly it is not physiol- 
ogy, but piety, purity, ami a sense of 
duty which should he her safeguanls." 

THE SHAH'S ASSASSINATION 

Said to Have Been Caused by the Machina- 
tions of His Eldest Son. 

London, May 2.— It is rumored in this 
city that the assassination of the Shah 
of Persia was brought about by the ma- 
chinations of his eldest eon, Massoud 
Mir/a, governor at Ispahan. The latter 
was born in 1850, while the new Shah, 
the second son of the deceased 
monarch, was born in 1853, but 
the latter is the offspring of a wife of 
higher rank, and thus was chosen tostie- 
ceed his father in place of Massoud Mir- 
za. The Shah it is well known has often 
rebuked Massoud Mirz.a for his uni'nli- 
ness, and in 1890 he recalled him to Te- 
heran and only allowed him to return to 
Ispahan after disbanding some of his 
regiments and ordering him to pay more 
than the usual tribute. 

Massoud Mirza, who is also well 
known as the Zill es Sultan, or " Shadow 
the Kingdom," resented this treat- 
ment, ami it was believed that be might 
make an attempt to usurp the throne. 
Massoud Mirza is enormously rich and is 
believed to have entertained very bitter 
feelings towards his lather, lie is un- 
j mi la r on account of bis severity and 
intolerance, and on the other band 
the new Shah is much loved by the 
people of the province of Azerbaijan, 
where the Persian army is recruited. He 
is a keen sportsman like his father.

cendancy. It is inconceivable that he 
has been actuated by enmity to the 
Dutch. His whole policy lias been 
based upon the cordial co-operation of 
the British and the Dutch. Is it a time 
to deal harshly with the ablest and 
most devoted imperialist in South Af- 
rica? " 

The Times also has a dispatch from 
Pretoria which says: " The progressive 
burghers think banishment and a small 
fine will suffice as a punishment for the 
convicted members of the Johannesburg 
national union. But the influence of the 
Hollanders causes difficulties." 

The Daily News says editorially : "Mr. 
Rhodes having assumed the role of revo- 
lution monger, he ought to resign bis 
dictatorship in the chartered company."

Managua, Nicaragua, May 2. — The 
president of the rebels, General Bacia, 
sent a communication of the foreign 
merchants of Leon to President Zelaya 
and to American Minister Baker, who 
arranged for the terms of peace. Presi- 
dent Zelaya demanded an unconditional 
surrender. This was finally agreed to 
and the government troops, with flying 
colors, entered Leon to-day and took 
possession of the city. The in- 
surgents surrendered all their ammu- 
nition. The rebel generals, their president 
and various ministers left the country to 
save their lives. Minister Come/, has 
officially notified U. S. Minister Baker 
that the war has ended and that peace 
has been established. The port of Cor- 
into will be opened to commerce in a 
few days. It is expected that the Amer- 
ican man-of-war Alert will sail north 
soon. 



It is understood that the Kitson-Play- 
fair case will be settled on the basis of 
Dr. Playfair paving Mrs. Kitson £8,000 
instead ot the £12,000 awarded her, 
against which amount the appeal bus 
been taken. It is said that each side 
will pay its own costs. 

Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain has in- 
structed Sir Robt. Martin, who is now 
in command of the forces of the British 
South African Company, to provide that 
neither he nor any officer or trooper in 
the employ of the company can in future 
hold shares in any South Africa venture.
